Applicant's arguments in the Remarks of records dated 11/19/09 are persuasive. 
Milligan et al. (US 5210866), Ludlam et al. (5459857) and Nolan (US 6252514) do not 
teach the combination of limitations taught in the independent claims 11, 16, 21 , 24, and 
27. 

Dependent claims 12, 14-15, 17, 19-20, 22, 25-26, 28-30 incorporate the listed 
limitations by reference and contain limitations that further distinguish over the art of 
record. For these reasons, claims 12, 14-15, 17, 19-20, 22, 25-26, 28-30 are 
considered allowable over the art of record.
